General Relief 


More cases of welfare were aided continuously dur- 
ing 1939 than in 1938. W.P.A, rolls were reduced, resulting 
in more welfare aid. We were able to place a few of our 
employable cases with the Herman Shoe Co. The Cliquot 
Club Co, has recalled a few of their unemployed, and a few 
cases have been assigned to W.P.A., relieving our load 
somewhat. 


The unemployment situation became so acute that in 
October we conferred with the Board of Selectmen, as a 
result of this conference the Selectmen agreed to assume 
some of our Millis settled cases. The last two and one 
half months all settled cases have been referred to their 
board. They also have aided through Soldiers’ Relief or 
otherwise many men unemployed. 


The task of aiding those in need and yet trying to make 
them help themselves is the problem that we are faced with 
in many cases. It must be remembered that we are only 
assisting not supporting. 


During the year valuable assistance has been rendered 
by Chief Scholl in our work of investigation and visitations, 
made possible through the cooperation of the Board of 
Selectmen. 


This year we have had at our disposal a considerable 
amount of wood through the courtesy of the Board of 
Water Commissioners, and the Board of Selectmen. We 
also were presented all the hurricane timber on the Judge 
Williams Estate. We have thereby been able to relieve the 
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There is no telling when this situation will change as 
the life cycle of insects always tends to bring about an out- 
break causing considerable damage for a few years and 
then become scarce again. With this in mind we must 
always be on guard to keep them under control as much 
as possible at all times. 


There is still need of more trimming on our shade 
trees. There will still be extra work showing up from the 
effects of the hurricane on the trees as time goes on, but 
just how much this will amount to, no one knows. 


It was necessary to spend more money than the appro- 
priation allowed on account of unforseen emergencies that 
came up during the latter part of the year. It was neces- 
sary to do this work on the trees for the safety of the 
public and to protect the Town.

The Board of Selectmen submit the following report 
for the year 1939. 


We have had the continued cooperation of the W.P.A, 
Officials throughout the year and a number of our un- 
employed citizens have had work on Federal Relief Proj- 
ects. One of the most important projects was the Fire 
Hazard Clearance; fifty-four men were employed on this 
project for several weeks under the direction of Federal 
and State Officials. 


The Selectmen continued with sidewalk projects as 
part of their W.P.A. program and this year built a cement 
sidewalk on a portion of Spring, Village and Pleasant 
Streets, and the entire length of the west side of Parnell 
Street. 


We expect to continue sidewalk construction this year 
on the east side of Main Street from LaCroix Corner to 
Spring Street, with the possibility of continuing through 
to the School House; also from the foot of Thorne’s Hill, 
on the west side, to the corner of Union and Main Streets, 
and further extensions on Plain, Pleasant, Village and 
Spring Streets. 


We believe it is of interest to the citizens to know 
that the Federal Government, in 1939, paid to the W.P.A. 


workers in the Town of Millis approximately $20,800.00.

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graduate of Framingham Teachers College in that department, was 
engaged for two full days per week — more time than was previously 
given by seyeral teachers. With this greater emphasis more is be- 
ing accomplished and its influence is being felt in other departments 
of the school, 


The excellent beginning in Manual Training, reported one year 
ago, was continued with increased effectiveness throughout the year. 
The exhibition at the end of the school year showing the room, 
equipment, and samples of work accomplished was a decided sur- 
prise to many visitors. No work we now offer in school peals 
more directly to our pupils as immediately worth while than that in 
Manual Training and Domestic Science. What work they do there 
fits directly into every-day life and its quality and s' 
evident to the pupil and his mates as to the teacher. The pupil seeks 
direction rather than chafes under it, There is no question about its 
value. We should develop further these departments and furnish still 
other opportunities to help pupils find and fit into their i 
This, of course, raises the question of costs. The schools’ s! 
town appropriation is always large and as relief costs and taxes rise 
citizens seek relief for the whole by closely serutinizing appropria- 
tions. Do we realize how long we have been doing that? The class 
which entered school the month before that depression hit us has now 
little more than a year before graduation from H School, Practi- 
cally one entire high school generation has known only depression 
atmosphere and reluctance to expand our work. What we have not 
done for them at school we can never do, What is the st we can 
now offer with which we shall be content when others 4 beyond 
High School days? 


Our Millis pupils are required to attend school until sixteen 
years; they are expected by their homes to complete High School 
and in a vague way they realize it pays, but they do not expect 
school will directly help them in the kinds of jobs most of them 
have after graduation. For 54% of our graduates for the last ten 
years this is true, At the same time an unusually large number 
(38%) have gone on to other schools. Those ho plan ahead and 
do work of high standing can usually gain admission readily. Nearly 
8% go directly into business, for which our commercial courses have 
helped. Thus the great majority are in semi-skilled labor, employed 
by someone else and fortunate to be so. They learn their work in 
a few weeks on the job and then look for advancement (with or 
without further study) or for a more congenial job. 


In these respects Millis is not unlike other communities and the 
country at large. We face a new situation and the need of dis- 
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and grants us the privilege of certifying our graduates for college 
entrance. This means they will be excused from taking examinations 
if we certify they haye done A or B work with us. 


On June 6, Mr. A. Russell Mack, Supervisor of Secondary Edu- 
cation, visited our school. He commended our manual training pro- 
gram and approved the instructor, Mr. Morton, and also went over 
our program of studies for the four High School grades with favor- 
able comment.

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REPORT OF THE MANUAL ARTS INSTRUCTOR 


To the Superintendent of Schools : 


As Manual Arts Instructor, I wish to present a summary of 
the progress of this new course. 


During the school year 1938-1939 manual training was offered 
to the high school and seventh and eighth grades two days each 
week. There were 38 seyenth and eighth grade pupils and 48 from 


the high school classes. During this time approximately 100 projects 
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J find that considerable confusion exists in the minds of the 
parents as to whether tonsils and adenoids should be removed. I 
am listing below the indications (reasons) for removing tonsils and 
adenoids. 


Frequent colds or sore throats. 

Running ears or ear aches. 

Rheumatic or joint pains. 

Failure of child to gain weight in a reasonable length of 
time. 

Persistent glands in the neck. 
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Any child having any one of the above symptoms is considered 
a just candidate for a tonsil and adenoid operation, It was on these 
indications that the health cards were marked at school and notices 
sent home on the children needing tonsil and teeth care. 


In this respect, I would like to make it known to the parents 
of Millis that a clinic exists at the Milford Hospital and Framingham 
Hospital for Tonsils and Adenoids. Parents wishing this service 
for their children should notify the hospital and have the child’s 
name placed on the Tonsil list in order that the child may be cared 
for early. In addition, a slip must be obtained from the family doc- 


tor stating that a tonsilectomy is indicated. 

Injuries were slight this year, the most serious being a dis- 
located semi-lunar cartilage of the knee which responded well to 
adequate treatment. 

Communicable diseases were slight this year, there being a few 
cases of whooping cough. Some of these were helped by vaccine 
injections, others received no benefit. 

I wish to thank our school nurse, Miss Eleanor McCarthy for 


her capable assistance and to commend her for her sincere interest 
in the care of the sick in our town.
